Every disease or complaint 
that a"\og gets Is called (JMtfa by 
many of the farmers, and choleis Is 
suposed to bojsn Incurable disease, 
bene* nothing is rdone or attempted 
for tbe relief! of the hogs. We. might 
go on snd name a number of common 
maladies commonly niliuk'n tor 
cholera, but I am dealing with only 
tne most common of the delusions, 
yet the best Imitation. 

Green or unrured corn Is a good 
fattener, but Is very hard to digest. 
It is apt to ferment and cause an 
1 1 c f lama t ion of the bowels Just as 
Is present In cholera, but a close ex- 
amination will reveal a phystelal and 
not a germicidal ondltlon- The litter 
Is contagious snd really more d ?ep 
ted, but tbe former will cause 
death pretty much tbe same way 
as cholera will but Is easily cured If 
taken hold of In tbe light way. I 
have known famers to feed th-lr cirn 
Into a nice bunch of hogs and hav# 
Ho buy corn for their horse* and 
y« ung hogs. They oil It cholera and 
go on without studying Into the raso 
and continue! he name practice year 
after year. When will farmorB C'as* 
tc be ao negligent, so unconcerred 
rbout their affairs? Why don't firm- 
trs use their eyes to read and observe 
snd profit by experience snd bv tbt 
operlence of others? 

Straight corn Is not the Brtfent 
or rhea|>eHt feed by any meat.a. Then 
is a largo percentage of fat and but 
I'tlle bone and muscle forming linsue. 
Thus there Is a surplus of fat which 
cannot be used In the hogs's sys- 
tem that la waated. Thsn the or- 
gans In their attempt to assimilate 
the entire amount are overtaxed 
snd become Inflamed. What the hogs 
need Is a ration that will afford an 
equal amount of the different prop- 
erties Just ss the system can use 
them, so that none will be wasted and 
at the sam? (line no system of the 
organs will become congested by 
over work. 

What la this ration to be? Al- 
ways have a good supply of aborts 
snd oil meal on hand. To be sure 
ahoris costs money, ao does corn and 
all the more expenalve la It when 
you lose your hogs and also your eOtl 
Don't tell me thai a farmer can't af- 
ford to buy shorts and oil meal and 
tankage. I've tried It to long to be 
fooled. Do aa you please about It 
but If you want to to be on the saf« 
and on the paying side you'll take 
these suggestions. Make at lets', 
a third of the stuffs suggested. Keep 
plenty of clear water for the hoga 
to drink Impure water may con 
tain germs of disease. Don't feed 
In the dust. It will soon lose you 
the cost of a feed floor and troughs 
I>ook to the sheds and the bedding 
now. Put up more sheds and put In 
the f loors. Get ready for win- 
ter and try to learn all about the 
hog business aa you feed out your 
hogs this winter.
